Col. J. X. Warner's Jfrnt Visit to the 


East Mince 1840. 


(3. F. Bulletin.) 


Col. J. J. Warner, of Los Angeles, has 


just returned from a prolonged visit to 
the Atlantic Coast. 
He left California 


last May to visit the East for the first 
time in forty-four years, and during his 
extended travels was not in ill-health for 
one hour. 
He traveled from San Fran- 


cisco to Kansas City by the Southern 
Pacific and Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
1'e Railways, and went to Cincinnati 
over the \Vabash line. He remained two 
days in the Queen City of Ohio, and 
then went to Washington, sojourning 
theie several days with his kinsfolk, the 
family of Chief 
Justice Waite. 
In 


Washington be met President Arthur 
and saya-Jxev-iij » charmingly-agreeable 
gentleman, and Tery popular indeed 
among those who know him best. At 
Toledo he remained a week, and in 
New York tarried about the same length 
of time. A month was passed in the 
valley of the Connecticut river among 
old friends and relatives. Of course 
everything in the East seemed changed, 
but Col. Warner anticipated changes in 
forty-four years, and was not greatly 
surprised. The growth of New York 
commanded attention and naturally ex- 
eited surprise. 


Tho return trip to California was 


made from St. Louis by the Missouri 
Pacific, Kansas Pacific, and Union and 
Central Pacific lines. 


Col. Warner made political observa- 


tions, and reaches the conclusion that 
Blaine will carry New York by a very 
large majority and certainly be elected. 
The so-called Independent defection is 
very slight and diminishing every day. 
The votes taken on the trains all the 
way from New England to California 
showed that Blaine received two to 
Cleveland's one. 


Among the men of prominence that 


Col. 
Warner had the pleasure of meet- 


ing were Gen. Sheridan, Gen. Hancock, 
Robert Lincoln and Justice Miller.

THAT BOY STEVE. 


San Franciscans who had occasion to 


visit the old City Hall in that city about 
twenty years ago may perhaps remember 
ft tall, overgrown, sandy haired boy with 
trig hands and feet, who worked in the 
fire alarm telegraph office. 
He was a 


jolly, good natured youth, and much 
given to practical jokes. 
Indeed, to 


such an extent did he carry his joking 
propensities that it was often remarked 
that "Steve" would never amount to 
anything, for the reason that he would 
never come down to the practical matter 
of fact details of life, but would always 
"he a boy." 
Despite his apparent 


heedlessness, and his love of fun, Steve 
seemed to take to the manipulation of 
electricity by intuition. True, his ex- 
periments always had 
some practical 


joke in view, but they all tended to show 
a variety of ways in which the electric 
current could be directed and utilized. 
The office was a convenient loafing place 
in "Winter for the loungers r.bout the 
building, who Tisecl to delight in sitting 
by the fire in the stove, and occasionally 
stir up the waning coals with the poker. 
Steve connected the stove and tho chair, 
which was placed on a wet mat, with the 
battery, and when the visitor picked up 
the poker and stirred the fire, the cir- 
cuit was complete, and caused the in- 
truder to leap into the air under tho im- 
pression that he had been struck by a 
streak of invisible lightning, which was 
really a pretty shrewd guess. On an- 
other occasion he wet the door mat and 
attached a wire from the battery to the 
interior end of the door knob. 
The 


visitor grasping the door knob to enter 
was shocked at the effect. 
And now we 


learn that this boy has become famous 
through the invention and patenting of a 
means of moving cars by an electric cur- 
rent supplied to tho rails from a sta- 
tionary source of pow'r, and the name 
of Stephen D. Field stands among those 
of the great inventors of the age. Of 
course the idea is not new, for electric 
railways have been iu existence for sev- 
eral years. Siemens constructed one at 
Berlin for the exposition in 1879. 
A 


similar one was in operation at the 
Vienna Electrical Exhibition. The rail- 
way at Port Rush, in Ireland, where 
water power is utilized to run the dy- 
namo machines that supply the current 
to the motor, has been iu working order 
for some years. 
Mr. Edison's little rail- 


way at Menlo Park has been the subject 
of many newspaper articles. 
But prior- 


ity of invention in this country belongs, 
as has just been decided by the Patent 
Office, to Mr. Stephen D. Field, whose 
caveat, filed May 21, 1879, covers the 
principle npon which all successful elec- 
tric railways have been run. 


The advantages of electricity over 


steam iu economy, safety and the ab- 
sence of the present disagreeable features 
of railway traveling are tremeudoxts. 
It 


is now only a question of time and 
money when electric motors shall replace 
steam locomotives and horse cars on city 
roads, and of a little more time and 
money when they shall be used on the 
great trunk lines. The electric motor is 
no longer a possibility, or a probability, 
hut an accomplished fact. 


The possibilities that lie in the future 


development and extension of this inven- 
tion are almost too great for comprehen- 
sion. 
The facts of applied science are 


more wonderful than the most daring 
imagination of the romancer, Mr. Field's 
achievement will work a revolution as 
great as that accomplished by George 
Stephenson. His conception of the idea 
•when a young man of twenty, his perse- 
verance under repeated rebuffs and in- 
terruptions, his ingenuity in using what- 
ever imperfect means Were at hand for 
the'accomplishment of the ends he had 
in view, the mechanical genius that 
Bolved difficulties as'they arose, and per- 
fected and simplified the machinery al- 
ready iu use—all these mark him as one 
of the men who must succeed because 
he commands and compels success.

Then without notice to us the French 
declare war upon this very man, and 
bring to bear against him all the power 
of their great nation.

A 
nation of 40,000,000 conquering a pelty 
official, who at tho furthest could bring 
together an army of 5,000 unpaid, un- 
equipped and undisciplined men.

and trained accordingly to your method.

works and no longer 


stone towers and fortresses. 
We have a 


few torpedoes, but we have at Peking 
and Moooa a naval school where the 
theory of torpsdoes is taught, and at 
Peking a small manufactory of torpe- 
does 
under 
the 
supervision of 


talented English mechanic. I think, 
however, that the great powers will in 
terfere. 
The Chinese commerce ia vast 


iu magnitude. England, 
the United 


States, Russia, in fact every European 
power, exchanges goods with as in 
millions. Except England, we have, I 
think, the largest commerce on the face 
of the globe. 
You are apt to overlook 


the fact that we are a trade centre for 
Coren, Siberia, Japan, Annam, Siam, 
Barmah, Thibet, Tartary and India. 
Why, our trade with Peru and Chile 
alone exceeds $35,000,000 per annum 
and as for this country the report of the 
Chamber of Commerce shows how im- 
mense it has become. China is a busi- 
ness nation. 
It wants peace, not war 


It desires to learn everything that will 
increase the producing power of its 
people and their wealth. It does not 
study military art and science, but buys 
these in an open market. Iu fact, some 
of tho best officials are Frenchmen, and 
iu case of war they will be compelled to 
fight their own countrymen. Neverthe- 
less, I hope there will be an interna- 
tional conference and that France will 
be checked in her bullying career." 


Yo<n Lee, the Chinese Sheriff, said 


he was glad that China had come to her 
senses and would stand up for her own 
rights against the bullying French. Had 
China done otherwise, all horjinhabi- 
tauts would have rose in arms and 
turned against the officials. 
They have 


spent too much money on military im- 
provemont to go off without at least 
making a little effort to show the people 
what they can do. 


Chinatown wore the appearance of 


peaceful satisfaction when they heard 
of China's final refusal to pay 
the 


French indemnity, although a few who 
have families and property in Foo 
Chow felt a little dubious and began to 
burn joss sticks for Rudha Gotama to 
bless and protect them. 


An Ex-Senator Says He will JProb- 


ably,Carry l.ouislaua. 


(Xew York Mail ana Express, Aug. 13.) 


Ex-Senator George E. Spencer, who 


sat in tho Alabama Senate for twelve 
years as the representative from HuntB- 
ville, was met 011 Fifth avenue by a re- 
porter for the Mail and Express this 
afternoon. "I can only repeat what 
every well informed Republican in the 
country thinks," said he, "and that is 
that the prospects could not possibly be 
brighter." 
" How about Alabama?"

THE AbSKSSOK 


The Tuscarora Times-Review says: 
In some of the counties in the State 


tho proposition to run candidates for 
Assessor is being discussed. It is pro- 
posed to elect new meu and let them 
test the law enacted by tho last Legisla- 
ture, extending the terms of the present 
Assessors two years beyond tho time 
for which they were elected. While the 
Times-Review was opposed to tho pass- 
age of the bill, uud the writer of this 
voted and spoke against it in tho Legis- 
lature, it is nevertheless our belief that 
any attempt to defeat it in the Courts 
would prove futile, and that it would bo 
a wuste of time and money for any can- 
didate to run for the office with the ex- 
pectation of getting possession of it by 
means of litigation. The office is not a 
constitutional one. It was created by 
the Legislature and that body has full 
and absolute control over it. It could, 
if it chose, abolish it altogether, or it 
could enact a law giving itself the power 
to make the appointments for every 
county in the State. Under our present 
Constitution, the Legislature of 1879 
could extend the term of the Assessors 
elected for four years in 1886, two years 
longer, making six altogether, the only 
restriction 
being 
the 
constitutional 


clause which forbids any State or county 
officer being elected or appointed for a 
longer term than four years. 


POLITICAL, ASSESSMEJVTS. 


(Carson Apponl.) 


About this time of year tho Demo- 


cratic newspapers print dispatches an- 
nouncing thnttho Government employes 
are addressing letters to the heads of 
departments asking them if it is obliga- 
tory upon them to pay what is generally 
known as tho campaign assessments.

be pretty accurately gauged. It is a 
common thing, however, and we might 
say almost ihe regular thing, for the 
people who hold office to insist that 
everybody else shall foot the campaign 
bills, while they get the offices and 
draw the salaries. Any officer-holder 
who tries to crawl out of a campaign 
•assessment is a worthless chuuip. 


England's Deceit anil Trencliery. 


In France the suspicion is universal 


that the English have urged on the 
Chinese to war, and the comments oi 
the English press, which are all favor- 
able to China now, as they were to the 
Southern States during the late Ameri- 
can civil war, lend some countenance to 
the suspicion. The bitterness of feel- 
ing may bo gathered from the comments 
of a Paris newspaper, which describes 
England as the cause of all the trouble. 
"England," continues this remarkable 
article, "has hypocritically encouraged 
these barbariaas. Her pride is merely 
brutal egotism ; her courage is a matter 
of guineas. Odiously perfidious and ridic- 
ulously impotent, England is now in the 
Chinese what she was in the Egyptian 
affair—deceitful, false and treacherous."

moth. 
Many ol the apples disclose tho

On Mr. Lowers' ranch, however, tho 
fruit has been saved to a remarkable de- 
gree from this defect. From careful 
reading and practicing, Mrs. Lowers 
find the youngiT mumbeis of tho finally 
have succeeded in trapping an imuiensu 
pioportiou of tho pestiferous insects. 
Tho expedient resorted to is of the 
simplest. About the boll of each tree, 
about two and a half to three feet from 
tho ground, an ordinary strip or rag of 
old woolen or other cloth, is passed 
around and hold in pluce by a tack 
which pietcps the meeting ends of the 
rag and is pressed into tho bark of the 
trunk. The worm abceudb from 
the 


ground and passes between the rag and 
the baik nnd thus fiml.-i a resting place 
which just pleases him. Ho is as lively 
nnd spry as a biigebiush linard, and 
some cauuoii 
must be exercised in 


sccuriug him ».s tho cloth is loosened 
from the tree for the search. They 
will frequently drop quickly to the 
ground and disappear. This little fol- 
low posses through all the blages of co- 
coon, grub and moth and increases 
5,000 per cent, twice each season. 


It is through such intelligent and 


and pains taking attentiou that Mr. 
Lowers' ranch is so near perfection.
